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I could very tersely give a manufacturer’s view of the 
general outlook by saying ‘‘Our 1947 plans depend on re- 
ceipts of sufficient asbestos and other raw material, and 
then upon having a sufficient and ‘willing’ amount of 
labor’’. The conditional outlook on business is emphasized 
with a studious purpose. 

All of us read about the labor news and strike tie-ups 
in the newspapers—and they do affect the immediate out- 
look. But, it is my feeling that the labor leaders will be on 
‘*good behavior’’ in an effort to prevent just labor legis- 
lation from the new Congress which was obviously the man- 
date of the publie on November 5th. But we have been liv- 
ing in a sequence of armed truces like this for too long. 

In the longer term outlook there is a very serious sha- 
dow for every deep thinking American to concern himself 
with, and that is what we might call the growing moral 
disintegration on the production front. There has been a 
loss of the ‘‘will to work’’. There are two main causes 
first, the New Deal policy makers and other political lead- 
ers have rivalled each other in their efforts to provide un- 
employment benefits in the States and by Federal legisla- 
tion. Secondly, it takes a real American with will and his 
future in mind to work for $35. a week (about one dollar 
per hour less deductions) as against doing nothing for up 
to $25. a week on unemployment compensation. We have all 
heard about the ‘‘52-20’’ Club’’. Many of our veterans are 
participating in that and subverting the purpose of the act 
by jumping from job to job or just taking odd jobs where 
no reports are necessary—or just idling on the $20. per 
week. These attitudes cannot be corrected immediately by 
legislation. Maybe ‘‘we want to learn it the hard way.”’ It 
is a serious problem! This practice, extended and con- 
tinued, will bankrupt the nation. 

I could sum it up—our customers like our products; 
they want more of them; we would like to supply them; 
and the working men and women will eventually have to 
realize that they themselves are the chief beneficiaries of 
more production and, hence, improved standards of living.

STONEKOTE - SOMETHING NEW 
IN HOUSE FINISHES 

New in the refinishing line for modernization work, 
or for new buildings as well is a plaster finish called 
Stonekote. It is made of Portland Cement, asbestos and 
other rock fibre materials, and is claimed to be fireproof, 
moistureproof. It comes in various colors and can be ap- 
plied over wood siding, stucco, brick, conerete, conerete 
block, or practically any other building material. 

Over wood siding a felt is first used, then chicken 
wire, the Stonekote mixture is applied in plaster form 
and after the first coat dries it is nailed. The second coat 
is then applied, a stone design is cut, and the material is 
then waterproofed. Over stueco, brick, concrete or con- 
erete block it is just plastered on. When two coats are 
applied it is about 34” thick, which, naturally, has an 
insulating effect. 

From 4 to 4% bags (50 lb. each) will cover 100 
square feet of surface. 

The manufacturers, Stonekote Corporation, 1902 S. 
Third St., Milwaukee, Wis., are interested in obtaining 
dealers in various states; in fact will sell the manufactur- 
ing rights for a complete state for the life of the patent.

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ASBESTOS IN FILTRATION 
'By 8. Alsop, Jr. 

Filtration, according to Webster, involves ‘‘the 
mechanical separation of a liquid from the undissolved 
particles suspended in it.’’ Today, commercial ‘‘asbest- 
os’’ is being used daily in a number of different filtration 
processes to facilitate methods for obtaining better clar- 
ity, brilliance and polishing in various filtering problems. 

The nature of the solids to be removed from the 
liquid has a great bearing upon the type of filter media 
that must be used. If the sediment is of hard granular 
nature, regardless of size of particle, this solid matter 
will in reality act as a filter bed, and almost any filter 
pad, fine cloth, paper or even very fine mesh wire screen 
on which the particles could impinge to form the filter 
cake, will prove entirely satisfactory. At the other ex- 
treme for all liquids containing slimy or colloidal sedi- 
ments, such as are found in practically all extracts or 
sclutions manufactured from vegetable matter, a pow- 
dered filter-aid such as asbestos, tale, magnesium ear- 
bonate, carbon, ete., almost invariably must be used. The 
difficult liquids to be filtered usually require the use of 
a fine mesh screen or cloth, and a light filter-aid such as 
asbestos fibre mixed into the liquid. The mixture then 
enters into the filter and the asbestos flows on to the 
screen, gradually building up a comparatively thick, 
but loose cake. As the pressure developed is limited, 
there is no tendency for the filter cake to pack tightly, 
and this accounts for the surprisingly large capacity 
that filters of this type have with some of the most dif- 
fieult liquids of this nature. 

The filtration of thin, free-flowing liquids, which 
centain only a small amount of slime, sediment or solids 
is usually accomplished with various types of filters and 
filter medias. The liquids are forced into the filter under 
pressure, usually by means of a pump, and where the 
object is to achieve a brilliantly polished filtrate, the 
pressure is usually kept down to a minimum. It is gener- 
ally conceded that the greatest clarity will be obtained

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en such easily filtered liquids when a quite dense filter 
pad or eake consisting of asbestos, paper, filter mass, 
ete., is used, because the liquid in traveling thru the pad, 
or other material, that may vary from about 14” in thieck- 
ness and up, will undergo a wiping and polishing action 
cue to the minute fibres of varying lengths and sizes. 


In filtering the average liquids which contain an ap- 
preciable amount of sediment, the problem is to provide 
a filter medium or pad that will give the desired clarity 
and yet handle the largest possible volume of liquid be- 
fore the surface becomes clogged up with sedimentary 
particles. This is where the fabricated pads with asbest- 
os mixtures have proved themselves to be superior to 
ordinary filter paper. These asbestos filter pads actually 
consist of numerous layers of fibres and are so con- 
structed that the porosity of the lavers decreases as you 
penetrate thru the disc from the surface, so that there 
zre numerous thin layers of varying density, superim- 
posed one upon the other to form a single and very ef- 
ficient filter bed. During the filtration some of the very 
minute particles will penetrate a considerable way into 
the sheet thru the coarser layers and obviously the ef- 
fectual filtering area is increased tremendously as com- 
pared to a thin filter sheet. The final is a solution perfeet- 
ly clarified and free from all foreign particles or even 
cloudiness. This progressive density prevents them from 
quickly clogging up such as would occur if filter paper, 
blotting paper, cardboard, ete., not having the above 
mechanical construction, were used. 

A thin filter sheet has to be dense enough at the 
surface to hold back even the most minute particles, 
which, naturally, clog the pores much more rapidly and 
result in less filtering capacity per square inch of exposed 
area, depending of course, upon the nature of the liquid 
and the type and density of the asbestos pad or filter 
media used. There will be a ‘‘best gallon per minute 
speed’’ per square foot or square inch of filter area to 
which the very best filtration results will be obtained, 
from the standpoint of clarity, polish and operating cost.

Asbestos with its physical properties of good flexi- 
bility, fine fibres, silkiness, high tensile strength, resist- 
ance to acids, alkalies and heat, is certainly one of the 
most popular materials used in the filtration industry. 
Tke unusual properties of asbestos as a filter media are 
simplifying filtration problems on many varieties of pro- 
duets on the market today. 

Asbestos filter pads are manufactured in many dif- 
ferent densities for any type of filtration work. Their 
cost is considered less than that of a man’s time in eclean- 
ing and changing filter media in the other types of filters 
of similar capacity, not to mention the high upkeep cost 
of filter bags, cloths, preparation of slurries, ete. The ten- 
deney today, mainly in the chemical, beverage and oil 
fields, is to use madeup asbestos filter pads of this type. 
These manufactured asbestos pads have the advantage 
of withholding any size particle, even less than a micron 
in size, and are available in a large range of thicknesses, 
densities and porosities. Asbestos pads of various shapes 
ean be made up to fit most of the different type filters in 
use. 


ASBESTOS TEA TOWELS 


In our December number we mentioned kitchen 
towels made of 20° asbestos fibre, asking for further in- 
formation from the manufacturer, whoever he might be. 

Late in December, around Christmastime in fact, we 
were delighted to receive two packages of these towels— 
3 towels to a package. They were in attractive plain 
colors, and so packaged that the colors showed thru the 
cellophane front. The manufacturer is the United States 
Rubber Company (their Asbeston Department) and the 
trade name of the towels ‘‘Carosel’’. It is claimed that 
they :—dry dishes and glassware faster and better than 
ordinary towels; polish as they dry; leave no lint; are 
super-absorbent and of soft, flexible texture; easily 
laundered, colors guaranteed fast. The size is 1814” x 34”.

SALT WATER HAS NO EFFECT 


An example of the way asbestos materials stand up 
under hard usage is seen in an outfall sewer at Moss Lana- 
ing, Calif. This sewer is made of 42 inch Armco asbestos 
bonded paved invert sewer pipe. It was constructed by the 
Permanent Metals Corporation for their salt water mag- 





nesium plant and has been in re- 
gular use since early in 1942. 

The sewer line is approximate- 
ly 300 feet long, in 20 foot see- 
tions and connected with stan- 
dard band couplers. 

The sewer was recently in- 
spected by engineers of the Cali- 
fornia Corrugated Culvert Com- 
pany of Berkeley, Calif., an af- 
filiate of the Armeo Drainage 
Products Association, who sup- 
plied the pipe. It was found to 
be in perfect condition, even tho 
it has been carrying a highly 
concentrated salt waste for four 
years. The pipe is large enough 
for a good sized child to walk 
thru upright. 


According to Dr. Ray K. Marshall, Science Editor 
ot the Evening Bulletin (Philadelphia) Asbestos (espec- 
ially wet asbestos) will burn under a stream of fluorine, 
which Dr. Marshall claims will burn practically every- 
thing ineluding steel.

The inflationa! spiral has apparently halted—accord- 
ing to several infcrmation sources prices on many items 
will drop during the first quarter of this year. 

While admitting that 1947 will not be an easy year fo: 
business, we are optimistic as to its opportunities and its 
final triumph over difficulties. 

ASBESTOS-RAW MATERIAL 

The demand for all grades of Canadian asbestos fibre 
is still greater than the supply and will undoubtedly con- 
tinue so for most of 1947. We understand that several 
Canadian producers have announced a 10% increase in 
prices effective January Ist, on all grades except No. 1 
Crude. 

ASBESTOS-MANUFACTURED GOODS 

Asbestos Textiles. Production continues insufficient 
to meet current demand; this is particularly true of tapes 
and certain styles of cloth. There is every indication of 
price increases being necessary because of the effect of re- 
cent past price increases on raw materials. 

Brake Lining. Factories report still running at full 
capacity production ; 1947 will be a good year, according to 
present outlook. 

Based on preliminary figures received November 
sales recorded a considerable increase over November 
1945. When compared with October 1946 there is a slight 
decline. Sales for export were higher in November than 
those for either November 1945 or October 1946. 

The total for the eleven months of 1946 was higher 
than for the same period in 1945. 

Asbestos Paper. Demand still exceeds ability to sup- 
ply, due to fibre shortage limiting production. Factories 
are from six to ten weeks behind on delivery. Prices are 
firm. 

Asbestos Millboard. Fibre shortage is the main reason

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for limited production. Altho prices are firm, increasing 
costs justify expectation of higher prices. Delivery is about 
4 months behindhand. 

Insulation. High Pressure. Demand continues high. 
One manufacturer reports production increased but in- 
coming orders more than sufficient to take up the increase. 
The same firm tells us their backlog ranges from seven 
weeks on certain sizes of standard thick covering to 25 
weeks on blocks. Another says that deliveries are being 
promised from eight to twenty weeks after receipt of orders. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. This market continues to 
show high demand. Prices firm with expected upward trend. 

Asbestos-Cement Products. Little change is reported; 
production is still far from able to supply demand. This 
Situation has been aggravated in the roofing and siding field 
'by the open winter which has allowed application work to 
continue, giving dealer no opportunity to build up stocks. 

Corrugated and flat materials are also in great de- 
mand—execeeding supply. 

Prices were increased on asbestos cement pipes as of 
November 25th ; requirements are still ahead of production.

Investment commitments fcr construction declined 13 per 
cent in November from the dollar volume of contracts awerded 
in October in the thirty-seven states east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, according to F. W. Dodge Corpcration. November constru- 
tion contracts totaled $503,745.000 against $575,206,000 in Octo. 
ber. 








The dollar volume of reside sntial building contracts dropped 
6 per cent from a total cf $235,068,000 in October to $221,113,000 
in November. The Dodge cor rporation reported that 30,520 dwell- 
ing units were called for in the plans and specifications attend- 
ing contracts awarded last month, bringing the cumulative con- 
tract total of dwelling units for the first eleven months of this 
year in the eastern states to 417,708, with a total direct invest- 
ment value of $2,948,737,000. This is the highest residential dollar 
contract total on reccrd for e'even months of a year. Five per 
cent of the residential dollar volume during the eleven months 
was for projects classified as publicly owned. 


Nonresidential building contract volume declined from 
$225,355,000 in October tc $160,871,000 in November while heavy 
engineering construction contract volume increased from 
$112,783,000 to $121,761,000, Total contract volume for the first 
eleven months in the _ thirty-seven eastern states was 
$7,032,444,000, which figure has been exceeded only once before 
in an eleven-nonth period—in 1942 when war construction was 
at a peak and the vclume reached $7,546,345,000.

THE FLORIST USES ASBESTOS - CEMENT 

A year or so ago (See ‘‘Aspestos’’ September 1944, 
page 18), we mentioned the use of corrugated asbestos-ce- 
ment board for growing benches in greenhouses.

Granted on October 15, 1946 
to Thomas L. Gatke, Oak Park, Ill. Application January 18, 1943.

The method of making molded composition bearing staves 
of the type having unsealed bearing faces in which layers of 
treated fabric are arranged in edgewise relation to the bearing 
faces which consists in molding two of the plies in a single 
striplike blank in a press with the pressure applied to the blank 
in a direction perpendicular to the layers and with the greatest 
pressure localized in the portions of the blank which ultimately 
become the bearing faces of the staves, etc.

In the manufacture of insulated electric conductors the 
method which comprises advancing a conductor lengthwise, con- 
tinuously feeding a fleece of loosely associated, substantially 
parallel fibres of asbestos in a direction approximately normal 
to the line of travel of said conductor, exerting a combined longi- 
tudinal and centripetal force on the fleece whereby it is com- 
pressed circularly and advanced longitudinally while supported 
out of contact with the advancing wire and then circularly com- 
pressing the thus condensed fibrous mass directly around the 
wire whereby the substantially parallel association of the fidres 
of the fleece is not disrupted to any material extent so that the 
density of the fleece is not lessened by fibre disentanglement.

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BEWARE OF BOOBY TRAPS ! 


A Lesson In Selling 


All of the booby traps aren’t on the fields of battle. 
Not only soldiers are caught unawares by them, but sales- 
men too. They are the innocent looking articles—the book 
on the table, the souvenir-helmet on the field, that the 
soldier reaches for without thinking, only to set off a 
mine the minute he lifts it up. 

In a salesman’s life, booby traps aren’t objects, they 
are more often ‘‘objects in the mind.’’ 

For example, take the asbestos salesman who becomes 
unsold on his sales manager. It seems an innocent enough 
occurrence. As he rises in his own esteem, he lets his esti- 
mation of the sales manager drop and drop; instead of 
obeying orders, he does more and more things on his own 
authority. For awhile he seems to be sitting pretty, then 
Boom !—the bobby trap explodes in his face. He’s got 
himself in bad; he’s got the company in bad. All he can 
do is crawl back to his superior and admit his fault, his 
error in judgment. 

Another common booby trap is that of dishonesty, 
Every year it takes a high toll among the salesmen of the 
country. They think they have a smart ‘‘racket’’ to 
beat the company out of a little here, a little there; they 
think they have discovered a faster route, a shorteut, to 
larger incomes. But that shortcut is dotted with booby 
traps. Again, Bang! and booby trap goes off, ruining 
the too smart salesman’s career. 

Sometimes competitors in the same line of selling set 
booby traps for gullible salesmen. They go out of their 
way to meet them on their trips; they set up the drinks, 
pay for the entertainment. Seeming to impart good tips, 
they draw important information from their victim, give 
him wrong steers. It may be months before this particu- 
lar type of booby trap completes its work and the be- 
wildered salesman may never know what hit him that 
caused him to lose some of his best accounts. 

The terrain over which an asbestos salesman works 
is infested with booby traps of one kind or another. The 
salesman must be on the alert to avoid them.
